An EcolQsiastical Sensation. 

Rochester, N.Y., May 18. — An 
eoclesiastical sensation has boen caused 
here by the Hev. Myron Adams, pastor 
' of Plymouth Congregatiohal Church, 
■wlio last evening called his people to- 
gether especially, as ho had somiitliing 
to say which might aUect his standing 
in the church. Selecting for liis text, 
"Let love be without dissimulation," 
he boldly denounced tho idea of hell as 
tho doctrine of the devil, and took side- 
by-side position with Canon Farrar, 
to wit: "Here I declare, and call God 
to wirness, that, if the popular idea of 
hell were true, 1 should bo willing to 
renounce an immortality of happiness 
if thereby I could save a single soul. I 
can conceive of no happy immortality 
while millions of my fellow creatures, 
some of whom i bad dearly loved, were 
at tho same time wriihiug in agony, 
and without hope." Mr. Adams thinks 
the church ia declining and says that 
Bishop Simpson's statements in his 
sermon at Cincinnati on Sunday week, 
are a sort of whistling to keep up 
courage. Skepticism is crushing the 
church, and the church is to bo blamed 
for preaching false doctrines about the 
future condition of the race. 

The atfair produced a profound sen- 
sation. It is not believed that Mr. 
Adams will be forced to resign, as the 
principal members of his congregation 
stand by him. Mr. Adams is a gradu- 
ate of Hamilton College and Auburn 
Theological Seminary, about forty 
years old, and one of the most thought- 
ful and eloquent preachers in the city. 
He ia a son-in-law of the Rev. Pro- 
fessor Samuel M. Hopkins, of Auburn 
Seminary, and a professed premillen- 
nialist, and took a prominent part in 
tho Tyng pre-miilennial council in New- 
York some years ago. 

. More Su.v Spots. — Another group 
of sun s])Qts have made their appear- 
ance. It will bo interesting to note 
whether any great storra.j or other 
rorial phenomena disturb the earth's 
atmosphere during their continuance. 
A series of careful observations ought 
to serve to prove or disjirovo the theory 
of those who think that the sun has a 
direct inlluenco on our atmosphere 
other than its light and iieat-giving 
powers. That Bohir foi'ccs aro power- 
fully felt in ih(i electrical condition of 
the earth scciiis to bo an established 
fact, A few years ago a sudden out- 
break of light spots on the sun was ac- 
companied by great electrical distur- 
bance in various parts of the earth. 
During the sun-spot cycles the north- 
ern lights are most frequently seen. 
When tho tremendous power and ac- 
tivity of the solar forces are consider- 
ed in Connection with the fact that tho 
sun's distance from the eartii is only a 
itbcle over 100 times its diameter, it 
seems not unreasonable to conclude 
that tho eflects of those forces, when 
excited to unusual activit}-, may be 
.felt even, at :the distance of ninety-odd 
niiliiotis of miles. — N'.T. Sun.

— A case of 
trichiniasis, with all its accompanvini; 
horrors, is at present occupying the at- 
tention of physicians and scientific men 
of the country. Tho subject, a young 
lady aged sixteen, by the name of Lent, 
living about three miles from tho city, 
was taken violently ill some three 
weeks ago soon after eating some pork 
which had been given to tho family bv 
their neighbors. E'er parents wero not 
alarmed until her eye-lids began to 
swell, when they sent for Dr. McCann, 
of Delaware. Upon his arrival he 
found tho patient Buffering w ith intense 
fever, extreme restlessnessand delirium, 
together with soreness and still'nes.s in 
tho muscles. The doctor, from the 
symptoms and history of tho ca.se, ])ro- 
nounced the patient to bo sufFering 
from trichinia. Ho ordered a piece of 
the pork to be procured, which he took 
with him to tho city, whore Professor 
Nelson subjected it to a raicroscojtic 
examination and found it to be literally 
swarming with trichinia. Tho piece 
tho young lady ate was taken from a 
roast that had been jirepared for tho 
farm haiads, who came in an hour 
sooner than expected, the meat being 
taken from the oven before it was 
thoroughly done. 

It is supposed thn hands ate the out- 
side, which was done, and the lady com- 
ing in soon after and eating from the 
middle with tho above results, [t is 
probable she will die.

Tho Clork then took up !i lottor to rend 
and Coun. Planta asked tho Clerk to lot 
him (Coun. Plantn) rc.id it first. Tlio 
Clerk objected na tho ordcra were for tho 
Clerk to rend it first. 

Coun. Planta said, then 1 will inovo for 
your instant dismissal. 

The Clerk replied that ho was ready to 
take his dismissal. 

Coun. Plauta objected to it being read 
in the usual course, for lie feared th.nt it 
was a resignation and that it cast a retloc- 
tion on tlio Council. 

Mayor Pawson aaiil tho objection was 
out of order, and lio was not going to bo 
hraw-beaten, 

Coun. Planta at some lenath explained 
that it was tho duty of tho presiding of- 
licer to prevent scurrilous and insulting 
documents bein^' road to tho Council, and 
if tho resignation was couched in tlio 
same terms as tho card in tho Fn^e Fiesi 
it roilocted on the Council. If His Wor- 
ship ruled that it .should bo read boforo 
being persued by himself, lio would object 
to tho ruling and take tlio voice of tho 
Council on tho matter. 

Coun. PJanta asked loavo to read tho 
letter. 

His Worship said that a vote should be 
be taken whether it was to be rucoivod or 
not. 

Coun. Planta mornd that tho letter 
bo perused by His Worship to aeo if it 
contains any reflections on tho Council or 
any member of it, and if it contains such 
a reflection that it bo not received in Us 
present state. 

Coun. Nightingale said tho money was 
all gone and they did not want to hear 
anything about it. Tlioy did not know 
where tho money had fione. Tho late 
Council gave straightforward detailed ac- 
counts, but the preKcnt Street Committee 
objected to give the names of tho parties 
employed.

Brinn thought it was not good 
grammar. 
Tho clerk then continued reading — 

"In tho intcro'st, not of the public who 
have supplied tho funds, but in my opin- 
ion (very often expressed in tho council) 
in the private interest of one person" — 

Coun. Planta said tho accusation of 
spending the Corporation funds for tho 
benefit of one person would render them 
liable to impeachment. Ho objected to 
the portion of tho letter read except tho 
resignation.

Planta on behalf of tho finance 
committee said after further inquiry- into 
the state of afiairs ho could say that 
things wero not so bad as they were made 
out to be; §100 more had been found in 
favor of tho Council, owing to a mistake 
in the addition of Coun. Harvoy. In gen- 
eral terms ho could s.ay that the Council 
wore no worse otf at tho ond of May than 
they wore at tho ond of April. 

Mayor Pawson asked tho amount of 
liabilities up to tho end of May. 

Coun. Planta said there was something 
about tho clerk's statomont that thoy did 
not understand, and ho could only repeat 
in general terms that tho position of tho 
affairs at tho end of May was not worse 
than at tho enil of April. Ho still be- 
lieved that §4,000 revenue could bo col- 
lected, and with rigid economy and the 
assets a cU);ir balance would bo shewn at 
tho ond of tho year.

THE MAYOR AND COUNCIL BEG 
to placo bcforo tlie Katepaycrs the 
Rclienio of tlio Water Works .iiingineer, for 
putting tlie City WateriVVdrka niTa'com- 
plcte condition. ' ' "■■ ' ' 

To carry out the work a loan of §70,000 
^ |a necpssary, and the following particulars 
'^'jijlacothb matter as clearly as possible bo- 
'•for(}|tho Ratepayurs for their judgment 
jthorson. Should the loun bo efloctud and 
' the work carried out tho increase in water 
rents resulting therefrom will be r^bout 
20 per cent. This increase within two 
years will bo arapld'to vmeot tho amount 
annually required for interoiit and sinking 
fund of the loan. Tho Water Works at 
« present are heavily indebted to tho City 
,' for amounta taken from general revenue 
for reconstruction of tho head works. 
This expenditure was necessary in order 
to continue tho present supply of water 
: and to prevent the entire destruction of 
tho previously constructed works at Bea- 
ver Lake. The said expenditure has ab- 
sorbod nearly the wliolo of tho surplus re- 
venue of the City for tho current year, 
and aiiould it not bo repaid by means of 
a loan farther works on streets will bo 
impossible without increased taxation. 
(^.The loan of §70,000 is intended to carry 
'out tho flchemo of tho Water Works En- 
gineer and tu repay to the general revenue 
for public works tho amount already ex- 
pended at tho dam and elsewhere, which 
IB nearly §15,000. 

Tho Katepayors are referred to tho En- 
gineer's report published in Thi Colonist 
on March 23th and to tho following 

sohome.

and Mxinicipitl Council . 
On.VTLEMEN,— In _coinplianco with the 
ro.solutiuns roquo.iting mo to draught a 
Bchomo for tliu extension of mains and a 
better supply of water for tho high levels 
' of tho City, I have tho honor to report 
that after taking into consideration tho 
probable large increase of population, 
and to guard agivinst thu necessity of 
berng compelled to enlarge tho main con- 
duit pipe for many years, 

1 would suggest that it will bo necess- 
ary to adopt tlio iiriiiciple of a high and 
low service reservoir as I find that the 
jjigh service reservoir to be effective 
must bo constructed at an olovalion above 
thiBj,loyol of the water in Elk Lake, and 
in order to obtain the delivery of the 
greatest quantity of water in tho City and 
to eUectivoly Siipply tho high levels I 
would suggest that the 11 inch main be 
extended fr^in Douglas street along Pan- 
dora stroet, say to tho neighborhood of 
the Royal Hospital, as that would givo 
an elevation of 135 feet above high water 
mark sufficiently high to supply all tho 
thickly popidated parts of the City. 

A reservoir built at the point suggcatod 
would Iiave tho following advantages: 
Tho level of tlie water in tho reservoir 
would be 58 feet belmv tho level 
of tho water in Elk Lake, and 48 
feet will be available for tho delivery 
of water from tho above source which 
will givo a theoretical dolivory of 37,000 
gallons per hour; running continually will 
give a supply suiKciont ior a population of 
30,000 inhabitants allowing 25 gallons 
per head per day and by discharging 37,- 
000 gallons per hour 10 feet auove thu 
level of the water in Reservoir and by 
causing it to p.iss through a hydraulic en- 
gine it will duvolop sufficient iiower to 
raise 3,000 gallons per hour through a 
6 inch pipe into the high service reser- 
voir which may be built on the high rock 
at tho top of Fort street, at an elevation 
of 200 feet above high water mark, or 8 
feet above the level of tho water in Elk 
Lake, and that quantity would be suffi- 
cient for a poimlation of 3,000 inhabit- 
ants. It ia intended that there will bo 
no connection between the service pipes 
of high and low service resiarvoirs except 
in case of fire. As to size of reservoirs 
required, I would suggest that tho low 
Bon'ico reservoir be built to liold 1,500,000 
gallons, or, say, 140 feet square and 12 
feet deep, and tho high service one to 
hold 60,000 gallons, or, say, SO feet square 
and 12 feet .deep; and yfhdo seleoitng tho 
boat plan for the' construction of saiid re- 
' servoirs I may add that in all well regu- 
lated cities it i.s an established principle 
that in building reservoirs to contain vvater 
for domestic use thoy should be built so 
as to be able to contain tho greatest quan- 
tity of water in the smallest possible area 
and covered so as to exclude the light, as 
light is very injurious to water stored in 
a reservoir and intended for domestic use; 
and to carry out that principle I propose 
to build the reservoirs by blasting out 4 
feet of (ho rock and using the rock pro- 
.'vidod by that means for building tho bal- 
- anco of the wall, which would bo 8 feet 
high, and that will make the reservoir 12 
feet'deep, tho roof to be supported by cast 
iron columns. The ccst of carrying out 
and completing the above scheme will not 
exceed 850,000, to which must be added 
810,000 which will be required to com- 
plete the filter beds; but should you seo 
fit to adopt the proposed scheme I am 
prepared to furnish you detailed plans and 
Bpecificatinns for thu same. 

In conclusion I may add that I am 
aware that it is generally accepted as a 
fact that there is a natural reservoir at tho 
head of Fort street and that there is no- 
thing to do but to turn tho water into it; 
but I find that to attempt to carry tho 
water to one common reservoir that would 
partially supply the ImlIi levels the diflor- 
ence between the level of tho water in 
reservoir andi ovcl of water in Elk Lake 
ia so small, being only 26 feet, the ditfer- 
ence in the quantity of water delivered in 
the city by comparison would bo to one 
common reservoir at the high level, but 
not sufficimtly hujhto he effective for all the 
buiidiiigi, and from a heart of 25 foot tho 
main conduit pipe will deliver 23,000 gal- 
lons per hour, and by the proposed scheme 
from a head of 48 feet the main conduit£ 
pipe will deliver 37,000 p»)r ho^ir, 3,000 o 
which will be offective for the highes 
buildings on tho high levels, while the r 
would also bo a saving in pipe as well a 
a more ollective pressure on the city mai n 
in case of lire. I am awaro that Gol d 
stroain has still some advocates who 
believe that tho supply should havo been 
obtained from that source! but without 
stopping to discuss that point I may say 
that, from whatever source the supply is 
obtained, the jiroposed scheme is equally 
required by all.

To enahl« the Oorporaiion of the City of 
Viitqria to raise the sum of ($70,000) 
•'''^■Swehiy Thousand Dollars for thepur- 
Q 'pom Vierein set forth. 
UIHEREAS THE MUNICIPAL COUN- 
iV oil of tho Corporation of the City of 
Victoria has resolved to raise tho sum of 
Seventy Thousand Dollars to pay off cer- 



tain debt.s duo in respect of the Water 
Works of tho said City and to. extend the 
said Water Works system into the suburbs 
of tho said City. i . ..i J .ir. 

And whereas it will require tho sum of 
Six Thousand Three Hundred an.d Forty 
Dollars to be raised annually by special 
rafe for tho payment of tho said debt and 
interest, aa is hereinafter mentioneil. 

And whereas the amount of tho whole 
rateable property of the .said Corporation 
of tho City of Victoria according to tho 
last revised Assessment Roll being for the 
year 1879 was 82,055,820, irrespective of 
any future increase of tho rateable pro- 
perty of the Municipality and of any in- 
come in tho nature of tolls, interest or 
dividend.^ from tho work, and also irre- 
spective of any income from tho tempor- 
ary investments of tho sinking fund or 
of any part thereof. 

And whereas for paying tho interest and 
creating a yearly sinking fund for paying 
the said principal of $70,000 and interest 
as hereinafter mentioned, it will require 
an equal aunual spcci.-il rate of one-fourth 
of one per cent, on tlio dollar. 

Bi! iTTnEiiKFOUK K.v.vcTKi) by tho!l[ayor 
and Council of tho Corporation of tho City 
of Victoria; 

1. Th-.t it sh.ill bo lawful for tho Mayor 
of tho City to raise by w.ay of loan from 
any person or persons, body or bodies 
corporate, wlio may bo willing to advance 
tho same upon tho credit of tho deben- 
tures hereinafter mentioned, a sum of 
money not exceeding in the whole the 
sum of §70,000, and cause tho same to be 
paid into the hands of tho Treasurer of 
the said Corporation for the purpose and 
with the object above recited. 

2. That it shall bo lawful for tho said 
Mayor to cause any number of debentures 
to bo made for such sums of money as 
may bo required not less than SlOO each, 
and that tho said debentures shall be 
sealed with tho seal of tho said Corpora- 
tion of tho City of Victoria and be signed 
by tho said Mayor. 

3. Tliat tho said debentures shall bo 
made payable in twenty- five years at the 
fan heat from tho day heieinaftor men- 
tioned for this Bylaw to take eflbct at tho 
office of tho Treasurer of tho Corporation 
of the said City of Victoria, and shall 
have attached to then) coupons for the 
payment of tho interest. 

4. That tho said debentures shall bear 
interest at and after the rate of Seven per 
cunt, per annum from tho date thereof, 
which interest shall bo payable half-yearly 
at the office of tho;Treiwurer of tho Mu- 
uicipalitj'. 

6. That for tho purpose , of focming a 
sinking fund for tho payment of the said 
debentures and the interest at the rate 
aforesaid to become due thereon, an equal 
special rate of one-fourth of one per cent, 
on the ..dpll^r.jhall, in addition to all 
other rates, bo Riised, levied and collected 
ill each y8ar up(in all rateable property in 
the said Mu'hieipality. during Ihe continu- 
ance of the said' debentures or any of 
thorn. 

G. Clause two of the " Victoria Reve- 
oue Bylaw, 1875," as amended by tho 
" Water Works Debenture and Revenue 
Bylaw Amendment Bylaw, 1877," and 
further ameiidi'd by •' Tho Bylaw to Au- 
thorize tho Raishig of Twenty Thousand 
Dollars, 1878," is hereby further amend- 
ed by striking out the words " oight- 
tentha" and substituting the words "ele- 
ven-twentieths." 

7. It shall bo lawful for tho said Muni- 
cipal Council from time to time to pur- 
chase liny of tho said debentures, and 
such debentures shall bi) ao expressed as 
to entitle the said Council to redeem and 
purchase the same on paying tho amount 
tliereof and interest duo thereon to the 
date of such purchase to tho holders 
thereof, and all debentures so repurchas- 
ed shall bo forthwith cancelled and do- 
.stroyed, and no re-issue ' of debentures 
shall be made in consequence of such re- 
purchase.' 

8. That this Bylaw shall take effect and 
come into operation upon the Ist day of 
July, A. D. 1880. 

9. This Bylaw may bo cited for all pur- 
po.scs as " The Bylaw to Authorize tho 
Raising of Seventy Thousand DoUaia, 
1880."
